Deadline to Sign Up for Covered California 
Monday, March 31st 

For 2014, the deadline for open enrollment for the health insurance plans offered through Covered 
California is March 31, 2014. Enrollment is not finalized until your premium payment has been received 
by your health insurance company. If you are found eligible for Medi-Cal, you can enroll year-round. The 
next open enrollment for health insurance plans offered through Covered California will be during the fall 
of 2014, for coverage beginning in 2015. 
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Please call 1-877-270-1711 to speak with a licensed representative and enroll over the phone. If you 
would like to schedule an in-person meeting please contact your local agents.
